DANIEL  A.  CRUVER 


Daniel  A.  Cruver,  our  subject,  was  born 
March  4,  1816,  son  of  John  J.  Cruver  and 
Tidd,  his  wife,  near  Albany,  N.  Y. 

His  father  died  when  our  subject  was 
but  10  years  of  age,  and  his  parental  home 
was  then  broken  up  and  he  was  placed  in 
the  home  of  John  and  Sarah  A.  (Wells)  Bull 
at  Circleville,  N.  Y. ,  where  he  grew  to 
manhood. 

While  the  author  has  made  no  attempt  to 
trace  his  ancestral  line  beyond  that  of 
his  immediate  parents,  it  is  believed  by 
the  author  that  John  J.  Cruver  was  of  kin 
to  the  Cruver  family  located  largely  in 
Illinois  and  Indiana,  with  whom  the  au¬ 
thor  has  had  some  correspondence. 

It  has  been  ascertained  by  the  author 
that  there  were  at  least  two  other  child¬ 
ren  born  to  John  J.  Cruver,  by  his  wife, 
Tidd)  to  wit:  Benjamin,  who  after 
growing  to  manhood  went  West  and  settled 
in  the  state  of  Illinois;  Aaron,  who  went 
South,  married  a  southern  woman  .  it  is 
alleged,  and  became  a  soldier  of  the  Con¬ 
federacy  during  the  Civil  War. 

Daniel  A.  Cruver,  our  subject,  however, 
remained  a  member  of  the  household  of  John 
Bull  until  his  marriage  about  1838  to 
Clarica  Travis. 

During  his  early  married  life  he  re¬ 
sided  on  a  farm  near  Circleville,  N.Y.  and 
Port  Jervis,  N.Y. ,  later  moving  to  a  farm 
near  Bushkill,  Pa.,  in  Middle  Smithfield 
Township,  Monroe  County,  Pa. 
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His  first  wife,  Clarica  Travis,  died 
shortly  following  the  birth  of  their  third 
child  and  while  he  still  resided  near  Port 
Jervis,  N.  Y. 

While  in  Middle  Smithfield  Township, 
Monroe  County,  Pa.,  he  married  his  second 
wife,  Katherine  Ace  and  shortly  thereafter 
purchased  a  farm  and  moved  with  his  family 
to  Russell  Hill,  about  three  miles  West  of 
Tunkhannock,  in  Wyoming  County,  Penna., 
where  he  resided  until  the  time  of  his 
tragic  death,  (Thanksgiving  Day)  November 
30,  1893,  when  he  was  gored  to  death  by  an 
enraged  bull  on  his  own  farm. 

He  was  a  farmer  and  a  stone  mason  by 
trade,  a  staunch  Democrat  and  life  long 
Methodist,  a  man  of  fine  personality  and 
good  reputation  among  all  who  knew  him 
well. 

"Cruver^  Pond”,  a  well  stocked  lake, 
located  on.  his  farm  about  !§■  mile  West  of 
Tunkhannock,  Wyoming  County,  Penna.,  was 
named  in  his  honor  and  is  still  known  by 
that  name.
